In view of decisions repeatedly adverse to 
the prosecution, this statement was regarded 
in some quarters as indicating that the 
famous case would be at an end before to- 
night. 

The court's virtual ultimatum immediately 
followed a staggering blow to the govern- 
ment’s case in a decision that the 18 cent 
rate of tariff 24, under which the indict- 
ment was drawn, could not be established by 
means of the Illinois classification. 

This serious setback, coming on the heels 
of that which excluded the admission of sep- 
arate tariff schedules of the Chicago and 
Alton and its terminal Mnes, was adminis- 
tered shortly after the opening of court. 
Attorney Wilkerson attempted to introduce 


the Dilinots classification of freight rates to 


show that, at a certain date, the classifica- 
tion referred to in tariff No. 24 existed. The 
court declared at once that the classification 
would not be sufficient to clear up what he 
characterized as a ‘‘ nebulous ” situation. 


Foresees Failure of Case. 

“If that classification cannot be introduced 
the case fails,” said Attorney Wilkerson, 

Judse Anderson ‘briefly explained the 
grounds on which he based his ruling and 
then adjourned court to give the government 
attorneys time to prepare further arguments 
and seek more evidence, 

It was reported that the government con- 
templated addition to its bill of particulars 
and would, by this means, seek to get around 
the objections interposed by the court. It 
was learned last night that such a plan had 
been abandoned and that the federal attor- 
neys based prospects for a continuance of the 
trial on the hope that the court would reverse 
its opinions on the two vital points in ques- 
tion.

Takes View of Circuit Court. 
When the Circuit court reviewed the case 
its opinion was that the contention over 
tariff 24 was susceptible of diferent inter- 
pretations by different judges. 

“If this is the way in which the higher 
court looks at the feature of the case, said 
Judge Anderson, “do you expect me to in- 
struct the jury positively init? If the Circuit 
Court of Appeals thought there was reason- 
able doubt, why should dot the members of 
the jury think so? I thought you were going 
to clear up this part of the case.” 

According to the arguments of the govern- 
ment, the published rate on oil from Whiting 
to Bast st® Louis was 18 cents. This fact 
was established by means of tariff 24 in its 
application to the Illinois classification issued 
in 1890. Tariff 24 put the rate for class 8 
commodities at 18 cents. The Illinois classi- 
fication issued in 1808 included petroleum 
products in class 

The government argues that this classifica- 
tion fixes the rate on oil at 18 cents because 
only rate ever 


filed. 


Actual Rate Never Filed: 


The 6 cent billing rate under which oil was 
shipped never was filed with the interstate 
commerce commission, and on that ground 
the prosecution asserts the class 6 rate was 
the only legally published rate at the time 
offenses charged were committed. 

In 1000 a new Illinois classification was 
issued by the Illinois warehouse and railway 
commission and the interpretation of the 
court’s opinion is that the issuance of this 
new classification invalidates the old tariffs. 

The government contends that it has been 
the ¢ustom of railroads to regard as the gov- 
erning classification that which was filed at 
the time shipments were made. This is 
counted upon by the prosecution to estab- 
lish the validity of ite argument. 


MISSOURI OUSTS STANDARD OIL. 

Jefferson City, Mo., March 9.—The motions 
by the Standard Oil company of Indiana and 
the Republic Oil company of Ohio for a re- 
hearing of the ouster suit recently decided 
against them, and for a modification of the 
judgment, were overruled by the Missouri 
Supreme court today. 

Upon payment of the assessed fine the 
motion of the attorney general for an abso- 
lute ouster of the Missouri company was de- 
nied, the compliance with the court order re- 
cently filed by the company was approved 
and the judgment of ouster against it was 
suspended. 

The effect of these decisions is to expel the 
Indiana and Ohio companies from Missouri 
and to restore to the Waters-Pierce company, 
60 per eent of whose stock is held by the 
Standard Oi] company of New Jersey, the 
right to do business within the state. 


v tor Minor Interests. 


The decision is considered a great victory 
tor the Waters-Pierce company and incident-

Deneen Talks with Both Former 
Senator and Lorimer. 


WON'T TAKE JOB HIMSELF.

Supreme Effort of Aurora Man to Re- 
gain Seat Soon Coming.

Mr. Deneen told Mr. Lorimer he (Mr. 
Deneen) could not take the job which Mr. 
Hopkins recently has relinquished for mem- | 
bership in the Association of the Unem- 
ployéd, and the advised Mr. Hopkins to post- 
pone any strenuous efforts to regain his seat 
in the senate until next week. | 
Mr. Lorimer did not offer the senatorship 
to Mr. Deneen, although it is well recognized 
that the typ, working in harmony, can elect 
one. Furthermore, it ie well recognized that 
Mr. Lorimer is willing that Mr. Deneen 
should take Mr. Hopkins’ seat, and is willing | 
to ald him in getting it. 


Deneen Sidesteps the Honor. 

Mr. Deneen is convineed he cannot take it 
and so informed Mr. Lorimer. The congress- 
man and the governor, being now on partic- 
ularly friendly terms, have discussed the 
possibilities in the senatorial Contest and 
both view with alarm the impending million- 
aires’ struggle for the honor, the same being 
the contest between Congressman Frank O. 
Lowden and Congressman William B. Me- 
Kinley. 

This millionaires’ struggle bound to come 
as soon as Mr. Hopkins has departed from 
the stage as an active and contending factor. 
If Mr. Hopkins follows the advice of his 
friend, the governor, he will husband his 
strength until next week, and on Wednesday 
and Thursday of next week he will make an- 
other supreme effort” to secure his re 
election. 

Mr. Deneen has advised Mr. Hopkins not to 
make any such effort this week, the gove 
delng convinced the times are unpropiti . 8 
and that if anything can be done under pres- 
ent conditions it can be done more easily next 
week. 

If Mr. Hopkins falls to land the re#lection 
then it is Gov. Deneen's advice that he re- 
linquish the stage to the other aspirants and 

force them to produce their candidacies and 
to display their strength. 


Sees Comfort for Hopkins. 

In such case he believes that Congressman 
McKinley and Congressman Lowden, the 
millionaire contestants, will be obliged to 
produce or quit, and that Mr. Hopkins can 
have the satisfaction of blocking their er- 
forts even as his own have been blocked, ana 
the further satisfaction of beholding efforts 
spent in vain which are not his own efforts, 

Mr. Lorimer also has had in contempla- 
tion the situation which will be producea 
when Mr. Hopkins is obliged to give up the 
stage and allow or force the contestants to 
come out in the limelight. 

Therefore, Mr. Lorimer called on Mr. 
Deneen this evening. As has been said, mr. 
Lorimer does not offer Mr. Deneen the gen- 
atorship. He merely inquires as to Mr. 
Deneen's views regarding the’same, particu- 
larly regarding himself as a candidate for 
the office. 

There are three reasons why Mr. Deneen 
considers himself impossible. Because of 
them he regards himself as beyond consid- 
eration, and proposes to stick to the execu- 
tive chair in the state of Illinois for the en- 
suing term of four years. - 

Here Are the Three Reasons. 

The first reason is that Mr. Deneen believes’ 

it would be tmpossible to convince the people 


„to defeat Mr. Hopkins and to 
| obtain his seat, and that this moral con- 
„ had not dated back in its origin 


> 


Mr. Hopkins, considered him rightfully en- 
titled to the seat because of his primary 
campaign and its résult. He knows that 
charges of bad faith would be made against 
him and that some proof could be pro- 
duced, the proof being furnished by leg- 
islators coming from pro-Deneen territory 
and voting constantly and consistently 
against Mr. Hopkins. 

The sécond reason is furnished by Gov. 
Deneen’s friends who stood with him through 
the primary and the following campaign and 
who are dependent on his continuance in 
office for the reward of their allegiance. It 
might be possible to make an agreement 
which would take care Of them, but it would 
not be possibie to make an agreement which 
would be guaranteed to last after the gov- 
ernor had been sent to the senate and Lieut. 
Gov. John G. Oglesby had succeeded him in 
office. It might “ stick’’ and it might not.

election to the United States senate would 
not free him from responsibility for the con- 
duct of the executive office in Lilinois. 


First Reason Most Effective. 

These three reasons, as Mr. Deneen told Mr. 
Lorimer, are sufficient te eliminate him as a 
factor under present conditions. The first 
is the most effective, Mr. Deneen knowing 
that for him to take the office recently vacat- 
ed by Mr. Hopkins would be to bring down 
a mountain of criticism on him. He has no 
desire to shoulder any such a burden. He 
is more interested at present in legislation 
affecting the state, and is convinced that 
he has @ large and important field open 
to him in the state, and that for several years 
at least in the senate he would be without 
effect. 

Gov. Deneen may be dismissed asa factor 
in the senatorial situation unless the legis- 
lature in its wisdom produces a condition 
which in spite of the three reasons might 
make it possible for him to take the office. 
Such a condition might be produced if the 
legislature should pass the administration 
measures, reconstruct the asylum manage- 
ment, wind up the affairs of practically half 


ot the present administration, and permit the 


governor to take his seat in the regular ses- 
sion of congreas next December and not 

ore. 
* Peace in Chicago Aided. 

What Mr. Deneen and Mr. Lorimer have to 
discuss with each other does not concern 
exclusively the senatorial situation. They 
are reaching the basis of an agreement 
which may mean a great deal to the peace 
and security of organization politics in the 
state and particularly in Chicago for several 
years to come. Neither man has any polit- 
ical illusions. Both understand each other 
perfectly and both are on friendly terms. 
Both are likely to remain on such terms, no 
matter how the senatorial contest results. 

In accordance with the governor's advice 
Mr. Hopkins is not likely to make any at- 
tempt to secure his seat at the joint balloting 
this week. Next week he will make such an 
effort. There is no reason to believe that it 
will be successful. The candidates who have 
been standing outside the fence and watch- 
ing the proceedings then will be forded into 
the open. At least such is the hope of the 
Hopkins supporters. 

Speaker Shurtleff will be put into active 
running. Lowden and McKinley will come 
to the front. If all fail, then Mr. Hopkins 
will come back as the only original primary 
guaranteed candidate of the whole lot.

Bill Designed to Help Townf. 


Mr. Potter’s measure was designed to aid 
towns and cities which found themselves em- 
barrassed by too much township organiza- 
tion. It provides that where a city of not 
less than 3,000 inhabitants wishes to estab- 
lish itself as a separate township, it may 
do so, providing it be contained entirely 
within the confines of onetownship. In case 
it be within two or more townships, it must 
have a population of not less than 15,000 and 


be able to establish itself as a separate town- 


ship. ‘ 
Mr Shields and other optionists have dis- 
covered, somewhat tardily, that this bill, if 
made a law, would offer a loophole to small 
cities, which, having been made dry by 
the vote of a township, may re-create them- 
selves as separate townehips and become 
5 wet. 

An a number of instances saloons were 
driven out of small cities and towns by vote 
of the township at large and_not by vote of 
the principal to therein. The township 
with the rural vote put the saloons out of 
business. 


Towns Quick to See Advantage. 
Such towns now are dry. but Mr. SRields 
and the optionists generally anticipate some 
towns taking advantage of such an enact- 
ment to rid themselves of the rural vote. 
This possible result of the bill was men- 
tioned when the senate had it up for passage, 
Senator Dunlap calling attention to the pos- 
sible influence on anti-ealoon legislation and 
on the creation of anti-saloon territory.

As guest of honor at a farewell banquet 
given by the Iroquois club, with which he 
has been closely identified during his resi- 
dence in.Chicago, he said: 

I believe my appointment as a member of 
the cabinet was inspired by the highest ma- 
tives of patriotism alone. Its significance 
lies in the fact that Mr. Taft selected a man 
from the ranks of the south, which voted 
solidly against him. When I talked over the 
appointment with him not long ago both of us 
agreed that neither of us could afford to con- 
sider the matter if it had not been true that 1 
voted against him. 


Why Democrat Was Chosen. 

“Tf he had selected for this purpose a 
southern Republican, however, well qualified 
to discharge the duties of the office, it would 
not have fulfilled the purpose he had in 
mind. If he had selected a Democrat who 
had voted for him, thére would have been 
room for carping criticism to say, however 
unjustly, that the appointment had been 
tendered and accepted as a reward for such 
support; and, besides, such an oppointment 
might have lacked that ligamént with the 
southern people which would exist between 
them and one who had not left the party. 


Tells Why He Accepted. 

Having accepted the position, I shal! 
bring to the diacharge of the duties of the 
office. my best efforts, and shall, of course, 
carry out his policies. I cannot concéive that 
any duty can arise in connection with that 
office that will be-incompatible with any 
views I have hithertoentertained. Certainly 
if such an occasion should arise, I would not 
‘embarrass the president by holding a posi- 
tion the duties of which I could not heartily 
discharge.“

Shooting of Sweetheart Is Blamed 

First on a Robber and Then Called 
an Accident. 


Baltimore, Md., March 9.—John J. Mueller 
today confessed he last night shot and killed 
his sweetheart, Miss Regina Reed, and that 
there was no truth in his tale that they 
were held up near Mount Washington, a 
suburb, and the girl shot by the robber. He 
claims the shooting was aceidental, how- 
ever. 

Mueller's first story was that a bighway- 
man stopped them and took his money. He 
said. the robber then demanded a necklace 
worn “by Miss Reed, that Miss Reed slapped 
the highwayman's face, and that thereupon 
the fatal. shot was fired. Today Mueller 
signed a statement in which he said that 
while they were walking he thought he saw 
a man emerging from behind a tree, and, be- 
eving himself to be in danger, he fired at 
the man, killing Miss Reed. 

This story is pot accepted by the police. 
They believe Mueller wished to break off his 
engagement to Mies Reed but had not the 
courage to tell her so. 
quest a number of points were brought out 


that contradict Mueller's original statement 


as well as a part of his confession. It was 
shown that Mueller could not bave seen the 
alleged highwayman’s pistol glisten. Fur- 
ther, there are no trees near the scene large 
enough. to conceal a man. It also developed 
that Miss. Reed was.shot twice,.and three 
witnesses have testified there was an inter- 
val of at least two minutes between the shots. 

Mueller and Miss Reed figured last Decem- 
ber in an episode in which an anonymous 
letter and a box of poisoned candy were inci-

rates.of reduction will be placed on others. 
It is.to make the tariff more pliable in ac- 
cordance with the tariffs of foreign countries 
that the maximum and minimum provisions 


were incorporated, ; 

The vote of the committee was not final on 
all schedules and several will be held open 
for further consideration. It is certain an- 
other vote will be taken on the question of. 
what shall be the duty on iron ore and pig 
iron. It now is probable a small duty will 
be placed on iron ore, although there is a sen- 
timent in favor of admitting it free. The 
present duty on pig iron in the Dingley act 
has proved to be prohibitive. 

The committee has decided to reduce the 
duty on lead ore 50 per cent. It also voted 
to increase the duty on perfumeries on the 
theory that they are luxuries and should bear 
the burden of taxation. 


Woolens Still Under Consideration. 

The woolen schedules are open for consid- 
eration. A delegation of woolen manufac- 
turers from New England will be in Wash- 
ington this week and while they will not be 
given a formal hearing their presence will 
exert some influence on the final arrange- 
ment on the duties on manufactured woolens. 

The present temper of the committee is to 
readjust the duties on woolen goods to correct 
certain alleged inequalities in rates as they 
are in the Dingley law. For example. a duty 
will de placed on washed wools that will. be 
proportionate to the duty on unwashed 
wools. There has been a sirong demand fora 
general reduction in the duties on manu- 
factured woolen goods, but the judgment of 
the committee at present is to maintain the 
present rate on all manufactured products 
of domestic wools. 

There was a strong demand from the carpet 
and rug manufacturers in and around Phil- 
adelphia for a removal of the duty on inferior 
foreign wools that are used almost exctlusive- 
ly in this country in making cheap carpets 
and rugs. The committee would have placed 
this grade of foreign wools on the free list 
if it had not been for information which 
came to the committee that if the product 
came in free it might find its way into the 
manufacture of cheap clothing. To provide 
against such contirfgency!this grade of woo!) 
probably will pay a small duty. 


Free Hides Will Be Fought. 


Senators from the grazing states in the 
west have served notice on Senator Aldrich 
that the duty must be restored on bides when 
the bill comes over from the house. The 
ways and means committee voted in favor of 
free hidea and there now is little prospect the 


the duty. 

It was learned today that Senator Aldrich, 
chairman of the finance committee, js plan- 
ning to have that committee get to work on 
the tariff bill informally as soon as the meas- 
ure gets before the house for consideration 
and follow the progress of the consideration 
of the bill day by day, so that when the house 
has passed the measure the senate commit- 
tee will be prepared to report it without delay. 

It does not follow that the bill reported by 
the senate committee will bear any striking 
resemblance to the measure that passes the 
house, but by adopting the method outlined 
the senator believes he can save time. 

The leaders in congress are much concerned 
over the outlook for a prolonged session. 
with the mutterings that are being beard 
among the cattle raisers and sheep raisers 
from the west over the prospeet of free hides, 
a prolonged’ debate. in. the.senate is assured. 
The western senators are claiming that the 
bill never will pass the senate if hides are 
put upon the free list.

INCOME TAX BILL | 
PASSES DEPUTIES, 


Lower French House Adopts 
Clemenceau Revenue Meas- 
ure by a Decisive Vote. 


HARD ON FOREIGNERS. 


Antiquated Forms of Levy Are 
| . Abolished; Tariff Plaeed 
in Seven Classes, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
PARIS, March 9.—The French chamber 
of deputies today passed. the income tax 


Clemenceau government has on several oc- 
casions staked its existence, by a vote of 407 
to 166. 

The bill carries an amendment pestponing 
its application until a parallel bill assur- 
ing revenue to the various communes and de- 
partments becomes a law. 

The bill providing an income tax has been 
before the French assembly in one form 
or another, for twenty years. 

The present measure bedrs heavily on 
foreign residents, whose taxes are practical- 
ly quadrupled, ther incomes being calculat- 
ed at seven times the amount of the rent 
they pay. The opponents of the measure 
are preparing to put up a strong fight. in 
the senate. 


Abolishes Vexatious Burdens. 
The bill, on the other hand, does away with 
many of the vexatious and antiquated taxes 
in France and substitutes therefor a gradu- 
ated income tax. Day laborers are prac- 
tically exempted. The taxes upon incomes 
above $1,000 per year are made progressive 
up to 4 per cent of the total. 

In its amended form the bill suppresses 
many taxes, like tha window and door tax 
which have come down from the days of 
Napoleon, and imposes a graduated assess- 
ment upon incomes. The government claims | 
that the new measure will more equitably 
distribute the burdens of taxation. 

The bill in nowise affects the customs 
duties or the enormous indirect taxation 
from state monopolies in tobacco, matches, 
etc., or the taxes upon sugar, salt, and drink- 
ing licenses, which altogether make up about 
2,500,000,000 francs in a total budget of about 
8,500,000,000 frances. The reduction upon un- 
improved property, that is, lands unimproved 
by buildings, which includes farms, amounts 
to 60 per cent. The taxes, suppressed or re- 
vised, include real estate, built, 91,000,000 
francs; unbuilt, 105,000,000 francs; personal 
property, 101,000,000 francs; window and door 
taxes, 66,000,000 francs; commercial licenses 
of all kinds, 188,000,000 francs; the 4 per cent 
tax on the revenue, from French stocks and 
bonds, 71,000,000 francs; the same from for- 
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Total, 600,000,000 francs, 


Taxes Put in Seven Categories. 
Taxes are divided by the new law into 
seven categories; the first three pay 4 per 
cent, and include real property and the 
income from capital, stocks, bonds, etc., ex- 
cept savings deposits; the next two cate- 
gories pay 3% per cent, and cover the income 
from the profits from commercial] and indus- 
trial undertakings farm production; the 
Sixth and seventh ries pay 3 per cent, 
and include salaries, pensions, and life annuif- 
ties above 1,250 francs. In addition there isa 
complementary tax imposed upon all persons 
enjoying an income above 6,000 francs 
($1,000). This is. progressive, ranging from 
10 franes for 5,000 francs up to 3,550 francs 
for 100,000 francs, and 4 per cent upon in- 
comes above 100,000 francs. The taxes upon

. IN SEARCH OF REVENUE. 
If the Washington dispatches are to be 
depended on the committee on ways and 
means will recommend the placing of a 
tax on telegrams, bank checks, and stoek 
transfers. It is to be hoped that the 
report is correct as to bank checks and 
stock transfers qt least. This tax would 
yield cogsiderable revenue from the be- 
ginning. It would fall on those who are 
abundantly able to afford it. Wall street 
may complain that its business will be 
hurt by putting a federal tax on stock 
transfers in addition to the state tax, but 
if speculative dealings in stocks were to 
be slightly affected. there would be no. 
eecasion for national sorrow. 

The reyenue deficit must be taken care 
of. Hence the need of taxes which will 
be immediately productive, as the stamp 
taxes will be. Their imposition will meet 
any argument the standpatters may make 
that the reduction of duties will decrease 
the receipts from customs. Imports will 
increase under the stimulus of lower du- 
ties and the receipts ultimately be larger 
than at present, but the increase will 
come gradually with the general revival 
of business. With the full restoration of 
industrial activity it may be possible to 
dispense with the specia! taxes. 

It is reported also that it is the inten- 
tion of the committee to recommend a 
duty on coffee of 4 cents a pound. It is 


| to be hoped that nothing of the kind will 


be attempted. It is said that the duty 
would produce $50,000,000 of revenue. 
If so it would be excusable as a tem- 
perary help towards taking care of the 
deficit, although it would add $3 @ year 
to the living expenses of evety American 
family.

A TUBERCULOSIS SANITARIUM. 

Does Chicago want a sanitarium for 
the denefit of those who have tubercu’ 
losis? Voters may have an opportunity 
to express themselyes upon the question 
at the coming election. The little ballot 
may carry a proposition for levying a tax 
of 1 mill, the proceeds of which shall be 
used for the construction and ‘malate 
nance of such an institution, 

‘The enabling act for such @ vote has 
made satisfactory progress in the legis- 
lature, and there is hope that the mess- 
ure may pass both houses and reeeiye the 
governor's approval in time to the 
necessary preliminaries to the eubmjs- 
sion of the matter to the people at the 
epring election. 

The neqd, ot a sanitarium of this type 
has been felt keenly by those: hopeful 
friends of humanity who believe in the 
possibility of conquering the great white 
plague, They have seen many evidences 
of progress in the conflict. But it has 
not been encouraging to such workers to 
find controversy between county and city 
as to the cost of the care of tuBerculosis 
patients, or to note the lack of local fa- 
cilities for handling such cases, 

If the proposition is approved by the 
people when their opportunity comes, it 
is believed that the $150,000 to de real- 
ized from the small eddition to the taxes 
will be sufficient to meet the urgent 
needs of the community. The county 
hospital has no facilities for caring for 


‘tuberculosis patients. At Dunning there 


is a camp, but it is entirely inadequate 
for the purpose. ‘There is no question 
about the desirability of the sanitarium. 
Physicians are generally agreed that 
many Hes can be saved by the right 
sort of treatment for tuberculosis. The 
decision of the matter. may be in the 
hands of the voters themselves. That 
the decision shoukd be overwhelmingly 
favorable seems clear when the impor- 
tance of the undertaking is considered. 


ILLINOIS AND EDUCATION. 

Illinois as a state gives $1,000,000 a 
year for the support of common schools. 
In 1872 it gave the same amount. In 
the thirty six intervening years the popu- 
lation and the number of children of 
school age have doubled. Im the same 
period the wealth of the state has quad- 
rupled. 

The ordinary citizen of the common- 
wWealth would be incredulous if he were 
told that Mississippi and West Virginia 
rank above Illinois both as to the actual 
for common 
schools and as to the percentage of school 
expenditures, Yet that is what the state 
educational commission has discovered. 

Under an act of 1825 it was provided 
that $2 out of every $100 paid into the 
state treasury should be appropriated 
‘for the encouragement and support of 
the schools.” If that att had remained 
in force until the present time there 
would be an abundance of money ava: 11 
able. If the state taxes for school pur- 
poses Were at the same rate now as be- 
fore the civil war the annnal income for 
this account would be $2,500,000, 

The educational commission, in giving 
out such statements as the above, tells 
unpleasant things. If its statistics are 
reliable, Illinois has stood still in common 
school education for a generation. Un- 
der the eireumstances its plea for a re- 
turn to the rate of school taxation in 
force in 1871 seems an extremely modest 
request. The commission is doing a good 
work in bringing these disereditable col 
ditions to light. For there are many peo- 
ple living in Illinois who want td see 
the state at the head of every list of a- 
tivities, Se far as public education goes 
the showing of the figures is discouraging.

Any supposition which may have existed 
sinee the accession to the throne of King 
Frederiek of Denmark as to the existence 
of a military understanding between his 
country and Germany must have been rudely 
dispelled by the remarkable speech delivered 
last week by the Danish premier, M Neer- 
geaard, in the national legislature on the 
urgency of devoting a large sum Of money 
to the fortification of Copen n, And to the 
naval defenses of Zealand. gave as a 
reason for this necessity the great growth of 
the German navy, which, accordihg to his 
utterances, constituted a dangefous menace 
to Danish neutrality. It we cannot defend 
our neutrality,” he remarked, * then others 
will inform us that they are forced to do this 
duty for us. 

What the prime minister aims at~and it is 
known that he represents in this matter the 
views of the crown and of the vast majority 
of the natlon—is that Copenhagen shal! be 
sufficiently fortified to prevent its being sur- 
prised in the event of the outbreak of a Euro- 
pean war and to be able to withstand a siege 
of at least twe months. This would prevent 
any great power from attempting to sieze 
Copenhagen on the outbreak of a European 
war for the purpose of commending the en- 
trance to the Baltic, 

Premier Neergaard also mentioned that 
Danish waters were likely to prove the scene 
of the most serious fighting at sea on the out- 
break of the next European war, and argued 
that this must be guarded against at ali costs. 
The system of defense which he proposes is 
three new coast batteries on the isiand of 
Amager, one at Salthoim, and a strong nava! 
fort on the Saltholmflat, with a line of forts 
of some twenty-five miles in length on the 
land side of the city. There is no doubt but 
the premier and his administration will 
obtain from Denmark's parliament the 
money needed. For the nation has just been 
celebrating the 250th anniversary of the 
memorg@ble defense of Copenhagen against 
the attack of the Swed sh forces in the spring 
of 1659, which, togetifer with the memory 
of the British bombardment of Copenhagen 
100 years ago, has brought home to the peo- 
ple the necessity of providing for the defense 
of their capital.

On the death of the prince the 
boy passed into the employment of Prince 
Wenzel Lichtenstein, who took sufficient in- 
terest in him te cause him to be educated, and 
raised him from the relatively menial posi- 
tion that he had until then occupied. While 
at Vtenna, Angelo Solomon managed to win 
the hand of a young and wealthy widow, who 
married him, greatly to the anger of Prince 
Lichtenstein, who declined to have angthing 
more to do with him. The marriage turned 
out quite happily and resulted in the birth 
of a daughter of the name of Josephine, a 
wonderfully beautiful woman, who on grow- 
ing up married baron von, Feuchtersleben 
and became the mother of the well known 
poet of t namg. 

Angelo Solomon died in November, 1796, 
and Emperor Francis, who knew the man 
well and had often convérsed with him, ex- 

ressed a queer longing to have his remains,

SUPERIOR JUDGES CONSIDER 
SIMPLER COURT PROCEDURE. 


Committee Goes Over Attorneys’ Sug- 
gestions and May Report to Full 
Meeting Tomorrow. 


The committee of judges of the Superior 
court appointed on Saturday to put into 
definite form amendments simplifying court 
procedure met last night in the chambers 
ef Judge Henry V. Freeman. Judges Albert 
C., Barnes. Marcuse Kavanagh, and dree- 
man compose the committee. 

Another committee meeting is to be held 
this afternoon jn the law library of the 
County building,’ and it is probable that a full 
meeting of the judges of the Superior court 
will’ be called to meet in Judge Brentano's 
chambers tomorow. At tomorrow's meet- 
ing it is probable that the time for the joint 
meeting with the judges of the Circuit and 
County ‘courts will be determined upon. 
There is a possibility that it may take place 
on Saturday. 

“The report is going to require more time 
than we expected, said Judge Kavanagh. 
We have been going over suggestions from 
attorneys. Nothing will be made public until 
we are ready to report.“ 

When the committee went into session it 
was considering the advisability of recom- 
mending three changes in the rules. One 
is to give the state’s attorney authority to 
amend indictments, another is to urge that 
the upper courts be restrained from reversing 
and remanding cases upon mere technicalities 
when it is not shown that injustice has been 
done, and the third is to permit judges to 
present oral instructions to juries.

UR magazine editors—who are quite 
the most urbane and amiably die- 
cursive of men—have fallen into the 
pleasaat habit of reprinting their 
editorial utterances in book form. 
Mr. Bliss Perry of the Atlantic has done 
id with gentle éclet; and now that vet- 
eran of the American magazines, Mr. Henry 
Mills Alden, has collected a number of his 
own editorials and essays and published them 
mnder the title of “ Magazine Writing and 
the New Literature.“ 
Mr. Alden has as much autheritative right 
as any one living when it comes to speaking 
of the relations of public, publisher, and con- 
tributor. He ig by this time venerable, and 
he has learned tolerance, patience, and how 
to preserve an unfaltering courteay. Yet 
for all of this the accent of reproof—if not 
reproach—ia audible now and then, and the 
self-complaisant public, as well as the ego- 
tistic writer, will and medicine for his goul 
in these frank but kindly pages.

The adventurer and the soldier 
of fortune whose genius blossoms in a land 
of intrigue, and who is really wanted at 
home—but nat so badly that any one will get 
out a warrant for him—you meet at intervals. 
They look om themselves as romantic per- 
sons, and act as if they are ready te be 
made the heroes of nevels. 

This class includes the foreigner who par- 
ticipates in revolutions, One is now in jail 
in Honduras, crying to high bea ven for re- 
lease. But having sat in at the game of 
revolution, where one side is as fmmoral as 
the other, when he had no business with 
either, it is not quite clear why he should 
expect aid when he wae a loser and fel) into 
the hande of the winner.

Concessionaires in Droves. 
The concession hunter comes in a pro- 
cession. There are thousands of unworked 
concessions im Nicaragua. Many of them 
under a good government might be worth 
the sums which golden prospectuses claim. 
Too frequently the American newcomer 
judges the country's possibilities by its nat- 
ural wealth, rather than by the human headi- 
caps. He sees rich rubber and fruit lands; 
he sees the fence poste taking reot and 
growing into trees; and his active, organizing 
mind plans industrial wondere. 
But capite! has learned to be wary of every- 
thing Central American, and will continue so 
until some vital political change shall come. 
It ig an ineident of conditions worth men- 
tioning that after the attempted essasgsina- 
tion of Cabrera in Guatemala with a bomb, 
the deveiapment of a mica mine wae stopped 
because he would allow the importation of 
no more dynamite. 
The Americans of power and position in 
Central America, as in Mexico, are the rail- 
road and the mining man. Nearly all the 
railroads are built and run by Americane; but 
their work I shall describe in another article 
on the Pan-American railroad and railroad 
development generally. I have already 
written of the fruit company's influence as 
the most powerful of Ameriean factors. 


Worst Government Ever Known. 

Mining exists on a large scale only in Hon- 
duras, where one company is literally a law 
unto itself with its own town; in Costa Rica, 
where the government is most favorable, and 
in Nicaragua, where the government is the 
worst thet I have ever known. They form 
little communities of their own, the mining 
engineers and the mechanics, forcing cer- 
taim reforms in their localities by the im- 
portance of their position, 
Th- larger interests, that of the fruit which 
the land produces, and that of the railroad 
which will be so valuable once the countries 
are developed, are ours. But in trade, im 
plantations (except banana), the frugal for- 
elgner has ue beaten, for the good reason that 
capable individuals are too weak—or too 
manly, perhape—to carry on the hattle with 
the rotten government when there are so 
many opportunities at home.

The keynote of the whole book, so far as 
it relates to contemporary times, lies in this 
sentence: “It ig the mild season in litera- 
ture,” and in this connection he says: “A 
people may enjoy the greatest possible phys- 
ical comfort and sanity with civil liberty, per- 
fect administrative efficiency, irreproachable 
morality, and even the most strenuous al- 
trulam, and it may be as skne mentally as 
we are supposing it to be physically; but 
while it would be safe from corruption, if 
all this efficiency were gained at the ex- 
pense of creative pewer, such 4 people has 
paid too high a price for the benefite of 
progress. Lacking spiritual humor, insight, 
and sympathy, it could have no essentia! 
greatness in its life or ita literature.“ 

These words contain a poignant truth; they 
are, indeed, terrible words, though they are 
uttered 80 quietly; and the sorrow's heart 
of sorrow is that when Mr. Alden finds him- 
self able to speak them without acute pain 
he reveals the fact that he, like all the rest of 
us, placid to the verge—mind, I do Bay over 
the rim '"’-of indifference. He and well 
who care for art, or have striven to pro- 
duce or encourage it—should flame with per- 
sonal and general shame at our failure to 
produce anything worth sufficient conviction 
or beauty or dread to arrest the attention of 


the world. 


Of course a certain amount of comfort 
may be derived from the fact that as a peo- 
ple we are almost as far from the condition 
of the eivie elysium described by Mr. Alden 
as we are from high literary attainment. 
Were a brain of power to develop among the 
black men in this country, here would be 
bitterness found to tip the pen of genius with 
an enduring geil; could the red man have 
get hie rage to rhythm and rhyme what an 
epic he might have written; or could the 
children who toil in sweat shops or the 
sweating, maimed men of the steel mills in- 
corporate their heavy miseries in prose we 
might indeed find passion and infinite sor- 
row returning to our literature. 

But as it is, we live in comfort, write in 
the spirit of light vanity, accept our pleas- 
ant rewards, and without shame we kill 
the thing we love the best,“ the spirit of 
flame, which glorifies to a greater or less 
extent the inner life of each and every crea- 
tive artist, 

Of course I do not hold the editor more to 
blame than Mr. Alden does. I believe the 
American editors—taken aa a class—are 
compacted of many fears. They are afraid 
of offending the proprieties; afraid of tell- 
ing truths unpalatable to the money classes; 
afraid of not catering to the metropolitan 
den: afraid of nonconformity to the mate- 
rialistic ideals. But, after all, Mr. Alden 
knows more than any of us about the ex- 
periences of the editor, and, instead of dif- 
fering with him, it may be best merely to 
take to heart the lessons he inculcates in his 
pleasing and convincing manner.
